Tke Country's Population. 


Tne twelfth in the series of the Cen- 


sus bulletins was issued Friday on the 
population of the United States. The 
bulletin says: "The population of the 
United States on June i, 1890, as 
shown by the first count of persons and 
families, exclusive of white persons in 
Indian Territory, Indians on reserva- 
tions and Alaska, was 62,480,540. 
These figures may be slightly changed 
by later and more axact compilations, 
but such changes will not be material. 


"In iSSo the population was 50,- 


*55>7S3- The absolute increase of 
population in the ten years intervening 
was 12,324,757, and the percentage of 
Increase was 24.57. 


"Upon their face these figures show 


that the population has increased be- 
tween zSSo and 1890 only 727,345 
more than between 1870 and iSSo, 
while the rate of increase has appar- 
ently diminished from 30.08 to 24.57 
per cent. If these figures were deriv- 
ed from correct data, they would be, 
indeed, disappointing. 
Such a reduc- 


tion in the rate of increase in the lace 
of the enormous immigration dur- 
ing the past ten years argue a great 
diminution In the fecundity of the 
population or a corresponding increase 
in Its death rate. 


"These figures are, however, easily 


explained when the character of the 
data used is understood- It Is well 
known, the fact having been demon- 
strated by extensive and thorough in- 
vestigation, that the census of 1870 
was grossly deficient In the Southern 
States, but to affect very materially the 
rate of increase In the country at large. 


"Omitting from consideration those 


States in which the census of 1870 Is 
known or is presumed to 
have 


been faulty the rate of Increase be- 
tween 1870 and 1880 in the remain- 
Ing Slates has been very nearly main- 
tainedin the decade between iSSo and 
1890.

The Country's (Popilalion. 


The twelfth in the series of the Cen- 
sus bulletins was issued Friday on the 
population oi the United States. T h e 
bulletin says: " T h e population of the 
United 
States on June 1, 1890, as 
shown by the first count of persons and 
families, exclusive of white persons in 
Indian Territory, Indians on reserva- 
tions 
and 
Alaska, was • 62,480,540. 
These figures may be slightly changed 
by later and more axact compilations, 
but such changes will not be material. 


«In 1880 the population was 50,- 
155,783. 
The 
absolute 
increase of 
population in the ten years intervening 
was 12,324,757, and the percentage of 
increase was 24.57. 


««Upon their face these figures show 
that the population has increased be- 
tween 1880 and 1890 only 
727,345 
more than between 1870 and 
18S0, 
while the rate of increase has appar- 
ently diminished from 30.08 to 24.57 
per cent. 
If these figures were deriv- 
ed from correct data, they would be, 
indeed, disappointing. 
Such a reduc- 
tion in the rate of increase in the lace 
of 
the enormous 
immigration 
dur- 
ing the past ten years argue a great 
diminution in the fecundity of the- 
population or a corresponding increase 
in its death rate. 


««These figures are, however, easily 
explained when the character of the 
data 
used is understood. 
It is well 
known, the fact having been demon- 
strated by extensive and thorough in- 
vestigation, that 
the census of 1870 
was grossly deficient in the Southern 
States, but to affect very materially the 
rate ot increase in the country at large. 


«'Omitting from consideration those 
States in which the census of 1870 is 
known 
or is 
presumed to 
have 
been faulty the rate of increase be- 
tween 1870 and 1880 in the remain- 
ing Siates has been very nearly main- 
tainedin the decade between i83o and 
1890. 
The census o f 1870 is known 
or is presumed to have been deficient 
in nearly all 
the States ot the South 
Atlantic and Southern Central divis- 
ions, while in the North 
Atlantic, 
Northern 
Central and Western divis- 
ions no evidence of incompleteness has 
been detected."

An Electric (Rock, 


A Syracuse, N. Y . , says: L . A, Dix- 
on, of Sodus, has discovered a wonder- 
ful ore called "electric rock," which 
contains a hidden force that puzzles and 
astonishes all who see it, and 
expert 
electricians in particular. 
The rock 
of a dark slate color and somewhat 
lighter in weight than sandstone. 


It is composed of iron, aluminum, 
calcium and other minerals, and par- 
ticles of gold are also found sometimes. 
Mr. Dixon says it will generate unlim- 
ited power and give any desired amount 
of incandescent 
light. 
For the illu- 
mination of business places and resi- 
dences it would be considerably cheap- 
er than kerosene; in fact, after a build- 
ing had been wired and batteries pre- 
pared the cost would be merely nom- 
inal and the light would be equal, if 
not superior, to that produced by man- 
ufactured electricity. 
The making of 
the battery is very simple. 


The rock in the quantity desired is 
placed in jars containing a solution, 
the chief ingredients of which are salt 
and water. 
A circuit 
then complet- 
ed and the battery is ready for an ac- 
tive 
business. 
The 
inventor 
claims 
that one charge of 400 pounds of rock 
will last and produce light or power 
for at least a year before losing its 
force, and that it is perfectly harmless, 
making insulation entirely unnecces- 
sary. 


In Mr. Dixon's office a nine-pound 
piece of rock has been ringing a bell 
since last November. 
A piece weigh- 
ing a half pound'was placed in a pint 
tumbler and wires attached to a call 
bell, which it caused to ring as loud as 
an alarm clock.

Where ths creosote 
is not applied to all the eyes of the seed- 
ling the result is partial disease. If 
too much is used the seed will not ger- 
minate. 


It is said that the electric compass is 


having an excellent effect on the sailors 
on ships in which it has been adopted, 
as the steering hi such cases has markedly 
improved. The object of this invention 
is to indicate by an electric bell placed 
in the captain's cabin any deviation from 
the course laid down through the "care- 
lessness of the man at the wheel. 
This 


invention is likely to materially lessen 
dangers at sea. 


Hitherto it has been possible to pro- 


duce sheet glass only by blowing a hol- 
low cylinder, ;wMch was then, cut, sepa- 
rated'and polished. A glass manufac- 
turer in this country has now succeeded 
in producing glass plates of great breadth 
and any desired length by means of roll- 
ino-. Glass thus produced is said to pos- 
sess a far greater homogeneity, firmness 
and transparency, and it has, on the up- 
per surface, a brilliancy which makes it 
hardly distinguishable from, art plate 
glass. 


In Germany wood with a mirror polish 


is coming into use for ornamental pur- 
poses in place of metal. 
The wood is 


first submitted to a bath of caustic alkali 
for two or three days at a temperarure 
of about 175 desrrees Fahrenheit, then 
dipped in hydrosulphate of calcium for 
twenty-four to thirty-nine hours, after 
which a concentrated solution, of sulphur 
is added. After another dip ia an ace- 
tate of lead solution at about 100 de- 
grees, a shining metalic surface is given 
by polishing when dry with lead, tin. or 
zinc.

Hitherto it has been possible to pro- 
duce slieet glass only by blowing a hol- 
low cylinder, wliich was then cut, sepa- 
rated and polished. 
A glass manufac- 
turer in this country has now succeeded 
in producing glass plates of great breadth 
and any desired length by means of roll- 
ing. 
Glass thus produced is said to pos- 
sess a far greater homogeneity, firmness 
and transparency, and it has, on the up- 
per surface, a brilliancy which makes it 
hardly distinguishable 
from art plate 
glass. 


In Germany wood with a mirror polish 
is coming into use for ornamental pur- 
poses in place of metal. 
The wood is 
first submitted to a bath of caustic alkali 
for two or three days at a temperaruro 
of about 175 degrees Fahrenheit, then 
dipped in hydrosulphate of calcium for 
twenty-four to thirt^^-nine hours, after 
which a concontrated solution of sulphur 
is added.

grees, a shining metalic surface is given 
by polishing when dry with lead, tin or 
zinc.

Pearls have been rising in value in tho 
European market so long, and 
threaten 
to rise so steadily, that they may soon 
become the costliest, as they have long 
been among the most elegant, ornaments 
of a beautiful woman. 


Many a jewel is more effective. 
Tho 
ruby is richer in color; the diamond is 
brighter; gold and silver are more plas- 
tic, and the latter are as full of possibili- 
ties as Reynard's bag of tricks. 
Tho 
pearl has but its mild satin skin, like an 
angel's shoulder, its rounded curves; yet 
its shy lustre seems to have a more perma- 
nent hold upon dainty fancy than many 
more vivid and more robust gems. 


True, it is mere carbonate of lime; 
true, its globular form comes but from 
tho sickness of an invertebrate, 
and 
its 
colors are drawn not from the living fish, 
but from its putiescence after death. 


An ornament that owes its existence to 
nothing but disease and decay certainly 
draws little from sentiment, and perhaps 
tho pearl owes more to its constant asso- 
ciation with noble pictures of beauteous 
women than to its intrinsic glory. 
For 
all that, the decorative position of pearls 
is unassailable. 
In spite of their grim 
origin a iiecklet of fine pearls remains a 
far more refined and 
dainty 
ornament 
than one of the brilliants.—Chatter,

Power of the Sea. 


From experiments at Bell Rock and 
Bkerryvole lighthouse, on the coast ot 
Scotland, it is found that while the force 
of the

ton and a half to every square foot of ex- 
posed surface, the Atlantic side throws 
Leakers with double that force, or three 
tons to the square loot; thus a surface of 
only two square yards sustains a blow 
from a heavy Atlantic breaker equal to 
fifty-four tons. 
In ilarch ot this year a 
heavy "•ale blew for three days and mghts 
at Ske°rryvole, washing out blocks of 
limestone and granite ot three and five 
tons weight as easily as if they had 
been empty egg shells. 
One block of

and fifty feet from a place in the surf 
where it had been firmly grounded since 
1697 it having first been rolled in sight 
by the awful gale of the "windy Christ- 
mas" of that year.

this live stock was thrown overboard dur- 
ing the voyage, thus numbering 4856 
animals which were pitched into the sea 
for the vear.

Utilizing tlio Tides for Driving Motors. 


A writer in an English paper states 
that he has succeeded in a remarkable de- 
gree in the utilization of the rise and fall 
of the tides for driving motors continu- 
ously during the twenty-four hours. ^ His 
experiments, though on a comparatively 
small scale, were such as. to enable him 
to form a reliable estimate of the cost of 
the horse-power thus obtained compared 
with that of a like horse-power obtained 
by Rteam engines and boilers. 
The in- 
itial expenses were found to be^ very 
nearly equal, but the after saving in the 
use of the tidal plan was likely to be very 
great, as tho cost of looking after tidal 
muchinery would be but trifling. 
One

ni{iht would be sufficient to see to hun- 
dreds of horse-power, the 
machinery 
would be nearly self-acting, and the wear 
and tear would bo very mudcrute. There 
are hundreds of places around the coasts 
of Britain and on tidal rivers where this 
plan <;ould be carried out, and the power 
obtained could bo transmitted to any part 
of the kingdom.

A cheese manufacturer in this State, 
i says George E. Newell in the 
American 
Agricidturisty 
has had 
the 
following 
pointed advice printed at tlie head of the 
dividend sheets he issues to his patrons: 
**Takc good care of your night's milk, it 
will pay you." 
Where milk is delivered 
- at the factory only once in twenty-lour 
hours, more than ordinary attention at 
the dairyman's liands is necessary to pre- 
serve its quality. 
Especially is this true 
in liot weather, and on nights when the 
. air is disturbed by electrical storms. 
It 
is of vital interest to the manufacturer to 
. always receive good milk, for the repu- 
tation of his stock must bo maintained, 
? and profitable money returns yielded to 
his patrons. 
Of deeper significance also 
. is tho public health, which may be jeo- 
pardized as greatly through carelessness 
; and ignorance in the dairy as by loose 
^sanitary conditions in the face of a pesti- 
lence, 
The thought of eating 
''hurt 
t meat*'fills every one with abhorrence, 
^ yet the consumption of tainted milk is as 
• daugerous to human health. 
Milk may 
c develop a fatal poison, and yet reveal 
little of it to the sense of smell. 
There 
.-.are two general species of taint that affect 
.milk, 
"When warm from the udder and 
lying in a deep vessel it generates one 
. character of 
decomposition, and rank 
< odors emanating from decaying animal 
"Or vegetable matter cause the other. 
To 
. avoid both, milk must be set in a draught 
-of pure air, and bo aerated thoroughly 
by stirring, or by driving uir through 


• the mass. 
Tiie iluid sliould not be vio- 
lently handled while it is cooling and 
, airing, or a partial eepaiation of the but- 
ter globules ensues. 
In whatever char- 
acter of vessel milk is stored over night, 
-•the material of course being tin, free 
^^circulation of air should bo secured un- 
'der tho bottom as well as around tho 
t sides. 
Cans of large diameter should be 
^employed, and only a moderate quantity 
.of milk be stored in a can. For a dairy- 
-man who regularly patronizes a cheese 
factory and makes a day delivery of 
tu:.ilk once a day, a properly constructed

¿:aseous effluvia from the cooking cheese.
